CRONJE TURNS AT BAY.

Four Days' Fight With Rob- 


erts' Advance. 


SB-ESFOEOED BY JOUBIRT'3 MEN.

London. Fob. 22.—A great battle has 


been raging along the line of the Mod'icr 
river between Paardeberg and Koodoos 
Hand for four days. The genius of Hob- 
ens has been pitted against the strategy 
of Cr^nje. 


No official details of the big engage- 


ment have been received in London be- 
yond an incomplete list of casualties 
auiong the officers, which is exceedingly 
heavy and seems to indicate fierce fight- 
ing. Dispatches from Cape Town state 
that the Boers are surrounded and that 
their discomfiture is assured, but official 
messages published in Pretoria assert 
that General Cronje is holding his own 
and has repulsed all the British attacks 
so far, inflicting heavy loss, while suffer- 
ing only slightly himself. 


Boer Army Strengthened. 


In the absence of definite news from 


Roberts and Kitchener and the corre- 
spon^euts who are with them the result 
of the fighting is enveloped in doubt. 
From the scattering dispatches from both 
Uritiah and Boer sources it would appear 
that Lord Roberts* plan worked excel- 
lently so far as his troops were concerned, 
bur that Cronje, who has been re-enforc- 
ed from northern Cape Colony and possi- 
bly Natal, has been able to put up a 
muck stronger resistance than was ex- 
pected. 


When the Boers marched east from 


Kimberley toward Bloemfontein. Lord 
Kitchener, with Kelly-Kenny's division, 
started to head them off. He succeeded 
in doing so by reaching Paardeberg first. 
Cronje 
then turned 
toward Koodoos 


Rnnd drift. 


It seems thnt Macdonald forestalled 


him there, but the appearance of Com- 
mandant Dewet with a force of burghers, 
probably on the Highland briRade's Hank, 
gave tho Boers a chance. The inditing 
seems to have began at Koodoos Rand, 
which is just north of Modder River and 
due south of Boshof, and to have been 
transferred to the south, near Klip Kraal 
drift. 


The Boer commander apparently held 


his own with an inferior force up to yes- 
terday. It is stated with some authority 
that he had not inure than 8.000 men 
with him from Magerfonteiu. but he has 
now been re-enforced from Spytfontein 
and has made the British pay severely 
fur getting him in a trap. General Hec- 
tor Macdonald and General Knox have 
been wounded. Nine officers have been 
killed and 39 woui.ded, which probably 
means hundreds among tho rank and tile. 


Roberts Scads Only Casualties. 
It is thought rather straujre that Lord 


Roberts in senrtini: the names of officers 
hiid not a word to sny on the course of 
the fighting between Monday and yester- 
day. The commander in chief is certain 
to summon 
from Cnpe Colony all the 


available troops for his attack, while 
from the outlying dislriota the Boeix 
must hurry to assist Cronje. 


It is thought probable that n filial at- 


tempt was made by the British to cap- 
ture the Boer laager yesterday, as every 
hour brings nearer the burphers scut by 
.Toubert from Natal. The spt>od at which 
the force of perhaps 10,000 men who left 
Lndysmith for the Free State can travel 
may be the deciding- factor in the battle. 


I>nclj-NiiiIUr» Deliverance Xenr. 


It looks as if the siege nf Ladysniitu 


•was nearly over. 
General Duller sent 


Warren's division across the Tugcla yes- 
terday, driving in the weak roar guard of 
the Boers. His troops are slowly moving 
forward. 


The statement comes from Brussels by 


way of Berlin that General .Toubert has 
given orders to abandon the investment 
of the town. 


Not much enthusiasm is felt here, how- 


ever, over the prospects of White's early 
release. 
Public attention is centered on 


Roberts' movements. 
One paper which 


has been among those who have lashed 
the government for not sending more men 
to General Kuller nays this morning that 
had he been able to hold -Inubert's army 
in their trenches another fortnight he- 
would have dune better service than in 
achieving the relief of the town.

FORCED TO KILL HIMSELF.

Them Driven to Suicide. 


This is a true story: In San Francisco 


there's a Chinese secret society the laws 
of which are as strict and unchanging as 
those of the M«*lrti and Persians. One of 
the members of this society told some of 
Its secivi-i — an offense punishable by 
death. He was to be tried in tho usual 
way before a tribunal of the society. 


The jiijjht of the ordoal was fixed. The 


culprit was represented by able counsel, 
but the sentence was death — as was ex- 
poettHl. An executioner was called from 
nn ndjoininf? room. He was a strapping 
bijj Cliinaiii'in and wore one of those hld- 
COUM wooden masks that art critics think 
so beautiful. He carried a double edged 
sword fully five feet long. To rest the 
edge he folded a newspaper in eight parts, 
and the kuifi- went through those eight 
thicknesses of paper as if it were a bit of 
butter in summer rim«. 


The culprit was put down upon his 


knees, and another Chinaman, also on his 
knees, faced him and caught the traitor by 
the cu<?. Ho drew the culprit's neck to- 
ward hini, the smook was pulled over his 
shoulders, and with one mighty swing the 
double edged sword descended. Like a 
flash it clove the air and then — stopped. 
A fractional jjart of an inch separated the 
sword from the victim's neck. \rery, very 
gently the executioner brought the weapon 
down until it just touched tho traitor's 
neck. Then, us it is a crime to kill a man 
in San Francisco, he stopped. He brought 
the sword to his side again, turned to tho 
judges and said: 


'•The culprit is dead." 
The newly executed got to his feet and 


said something to the judge. The judge 
did not heed — for the culprit was dead. He 
tried to speak to the Chinamen, who were 
hurrying from the hall. But he spoke to 
deaf ears. To all intents and purposes he 
was a dead man. 


He made his way into the street and the 


first thing that caught his eye was a huge 
poster proclaiming to all Chinatown that 
he had been executed that evening. Xo 
one would speak to him, no one would 
look at him. Ho was a dead man — just as 
dead as if the executioner's sword had in 
reality descended.- 


For a whole week that man wandered 


about Chinatown, the posters proclaiming 
his execution staring him in the face at 
every turn. Xot a crust of bread could he 
beg, not a mouthful of water. His people 
know him as dead — he was past, gone, 
buried. 


And so one day he wandered up into the 


American portion of San Francisco and 
stole a revolver from a messenger boy, 
who was showing it to some companions. 
Then ho ran down into Chinatown, sat 
down on the pavement beneath one of his 
own death notices and blew the addled 
brains out of his poor Chinese head. — Phil- 
adelphia Press. 


Xovel Swindllue Selieme. 


Among tho buttered flotsam and jetsam 


that has accumulated in a secondhand 
store not a great distance from Jackson 
square is a shabby round table with a curi- 
ous secret and no doubt a still more curi- 
ous history. 
The top was once covered 


with green billiard cloth, which now is 
worn to tatters and discloses a steel plate 
set in the center and perhaps ten inches 
square. 


The -whole top is loose and can bo re- 


moved, revealing an interior space con- 
taining a horseshoe magnet wound, with 
wire and connected with anc^rmature 
very much' like that of an ordinary tele- 
graphic instrument. A close examination 
shows an insulated wire running down 
one of the logs to a small knob or button, 
protruding on the outside. When the top 
is in place, the steel plate rests directly 
over the magnet. This strange device is 
explained oJearly enough by its present 
owner. "It is a dice table," he said, "on 
which a lot of money has been won. When 
it was in order, there was a good sized 
battery inside, connected with the magnet. 
When tho knob on the leg was pressed, tho 
current was turned on, and that made tho 
steel plate magnetic. The dice they used 
with it had small metal disks on one face, 
and as long as tho current was on they 
naturally fell that side down. 'When tho 
knob was released, they would fall any 
way they chanced to come, so all t hat was 
necessary for the operator to do was 1 o 
keep his knee on tho button and he could 
absolutely control his play."—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.

THOSE WHO DON'T OR WON'T PROP- 


ERLY ADDRESS LETTERS.

It does seem an easy matter to properly 


address a letter in order t hat it may slip 
through Uncle Sam's postal mill as speed- 
ily and safely as possible. Xo racking of 
the intellect is required in the process, and 
but little physical exertion—simply the 
inscribing of a name and address. Yet, in 
the face of this, ask the niau who superin- 
tends the sorting of the mail in our local 
posu>ffice about it, and if he does not 
throw up his hands and fervently cry, 
"The Lord preserve us from those who 
don't or won't know how to address a let- 
ter!" it will be because he is too busy to do 
more than think his opinion. 


Of the thousands of letters which go 


through the office weekly it is surprising 
to learn that hundreds of them, through 
faulty addresses, cause the postoffice peo- 
ple almost as much extra trouble as the 
handling of those which are in proper 
form. And the acts of this same class are 
also the most potent factor in keeping the 
wheels of industry humming in the dead 
letter office at Washington all tho year 
round. 


Carelessness on the part of letter writers 


is the cause of tho appearance of most of 
those bothersome missives, and in this lino 
tjan Francisco is entitled to a seat in tho 
grand stand, as the records of the office 
will show. It is the careless person who 
drops a letter adorned \yith a stamp, but 
unadorned with an address, into the bos; 
it is a kindred spirit who mails a letter to 
a friend in some distant city which tho 
writer locates in a state having no such 
city within its borders; it is one with a, 
similar failing who directs his letter to a 
certain street and leaves a blank space be- 
low for tho postoffice officials to fill in any 
city or town it may occur to them tho 
street is situated in; it is carelessness that 
brings to the postoffice a neatly addressed 
and stamped envelope which is, however, 
unsealed and destitute of contents, just 
the sort of on affair to cause a fearful 
breach between two correspondents, ono 
angry because of an unanswered letter and 
the other indignant because his tele of tho 
empty envelope is discredited. But to tell 
of the devious and aggravating ways of 
the careless letter writer would take a day 
in itself. 


Ignorance also plays its part in tho let- 


ter game, as a few select specimens will 
show. It was certainly an ignorant per- 
son who not long ago addressed a letter to 
"His honorablencss the President," leav- 
ing it to the superior wisdom of the post- 
master to guess whether the letter was a 
petition to the president of the United 
States for a position or an appeal to tho 
president of a glue trust for a job as la- 
borer. 


Ignorance or a childlike belief in the 


supernatural powers of the postal officials 
also inspired the following effusive, though 
vague, inscription on a rather dirty envel- 
ope dropped in tho main office: 


"To my cusin, Martha Small, who 


lives in Organ and was goi* to moove to 
Mori tanner." 


Another missive with a nomadic ad- 


dress was- odorous vrith mystery. It was 
directed: 
"Samuel Kramer, Milwaukee, AVis.; if 


not, try Columbus. O.: or, maybe, Dallas, 
Tex.; or, perhaps, Bangor, Me." 


Was this letter representative of a for- 


lorn hop^) reach a long lost heir to a for- 
tune or the frantic attempt of a creditor 
to run down an elusive debtor? 


A piece of handiwork worthy of the im- 


mortal Handy Andy is exhibited by a let- 
ter which, besides the stamp, bore only on 
its face this writing: 


"If not delivered in ten days, Postmas- 


ter will please open and return as per ad- 
dress inside. Stamp inclosed." 


But it. is not the careless and ignorant 


alono who clog up tho postal machinery 
and cause the letter men to give way at 
times to an inclination to use words of 
lurid tingo and emphatic meaning. Their 
correspondence, of which the foregoing 
are only a few samples, from an outside 
view is easily disposed of by being thrown 
aside in the hurry of making up mail and 
af forward bundled off to the postal morgue 
at Washington, unless there is some iden- 
tification mark whereby it may be return- 
ed to the writer. 


Thero is a vast and growing army of 


cranks who seem to live only for the pur- 
pose of using the mails in their own pecul- 
iar, idiotic way. 
In the operations of 


some of these there is a studied fiendish- 
ness that would suggest a gigantic con- 
gpirncy to drive postal clerks to tho insane 
asylum or tho clammy tomb. San Jfran- 
cisco has some shining lights in the crank 
line, as may bo seen hj what follows: 


In the first place there is the puzzle 


crank who imagines that a 2 cent stamp 
gives him tho privilege of displaying at 
the expense of tho postal officials his mar- 
velous powers as an enigma maker. Of 
many which nnnoycd the postoffico last 
year the following is a fair sample:

The envelppo ought to have gone into 


tho waste box, but Uncle Sam's orders arc 
to use all possible means to find tho party 
to whom a letter is addressed. So finally 
a reformed puzzler in tho office deciphered 
the address to be, "Fred II. Adams, Jack- 
son, Tenn." 


A wholly inexplicable piece of craukism 


•was developed by a letter that apparently 
had no address where addresses usually 
are, but in fine writing in one corner 
was scrawled: 


"Heat envelope and find address." 
When the letter was hold to a gas jot., nn 


address that had boen written in invisible 
ink was drawn out by tho hont. Slrnnpoly 
enough the lotter was marked, "Impor- 
tant."—San Francisco Chronicle.

Kornt«d Into Shape. 


Bent glass was at ono time more com- 


monly used for showcase fronts than 1'or 
auythiug else, but it has come to he em- 
ployed for n variety of purposes and it is 
now imxl far more extensively than ever 
Ix-fore. Its u=e in wore fronts is becoming 
i!»on> and move familiar, very large plat** 
bring Ix-iit for this purpose. It is now u*«l 
more thon ever before in the construction 
of buildings for dwelling purposes, ia 
windows on rounded corners and in tow- 
wx it M used in coach front<; it is used 
in the rounded front china closets and in 
uvikiug glass cabinets. Eitht-r plain glass 
or Ixjvt'led glass may bo bunt, and to any 
curve. 


For one use and another glass in many 


sizes is now bent in many forms. 
The 


number of molds required for current 
use in a gi^ss bending establishment is 
large, and the accumulated molds num- 
ber thousands. 


Glass is bent in a kiln. Glass melts at 


3,300 degrees. The heat employed in bend- 
ing is 1,800 degrees. Xo pyrometer would 
stand long in that heat. It might last an 
hour, but it would not last a day, and so 
the heat of the kiln is judged from tho 
color of the flame and other indications. 
By long experience and observation the 
expert glass tender is enabled to estimate 
the h«»t in this manner with accuracy. 
Smaller pieces of glass are put into the 
molds in the kilns with forks made for the 
purpose. The great molds used ior bend- 
ing large sheets of glass are mounted on 
cars, so that they can be rolled in and out 
of the kilns. The glass is laid upon tho 
top of the mold over the cavity and it is 
bent by its own weight. As it is softened 
by the heat it sinks into the mold and so 
is bent into forms. 
It may take an hour 


or two to bend the glass, which is then left 
in the kiln from 24 to 36 hours to anneal 
and cool. Glass to be bent, of whatever 
kind or size it may be, is put into the 
kilns in its finished state. The great heat 
to which it is subjected does not disturb 
the polished surface. Despite the exercise 
of every precaution more or less glass is 
broken in bending it. Bent glass cost about 
50 per cent more than tho flat.—Xew York 
Sun.

How Horde* Catch Cold. 


Horses are very subject to nasal catarrh, 


and it is a widely prevalent belief among 
coachmen that if a horse goes into a fresh 
stable, and especially if a horse which has 
been out at grass goes into a stable with 
other horses, it will be most likely to de- 
velop a cold; so, t«to, it is noticed, will 
horses bought at. a fair, and this is popu- 
larly attributed to the drafts to which 
they have been exposed. As it is admitted, 
however, that any other horses which may 
have been in the stable generally catch 
this cold from the newcomer surely it is 
more reasonable to suppose that the latter 
has in like manner received the infection 
from some of its neighbors while on sale. 


A medical friend of the writer lately 


made an interesting experiment. He has 
two horses and has been in the habit of 
turning one out for the summer months. 
When he brought it in again for the win- 
ter, it used invariably to develop a severe 
cold. Coachmen will tell you that this is 
due to the unaccustomed warmth of the 
stable, which makes the animal '"nosh." 
Last year, however, before bringing in his 
horse the doctor had his stable thorough- 
ly disinfected and lime washed and put no 
other horse into it. 
The ono which came 


in from grass then remained perfectly free 
from any symptoms of catarrh.—Spectator.

A.s tho inn is enlarged to meet increa-wl 


traffic there may be added to it additional 
courtyards, or corner pieces, or long al- 
leys, as the proprietor is able to bvy or 
lease ground. But tho principle of the 
extension is the game as that of the orig- 
inal design. The inn lets to the traveler 
stable accommodation and a place where 
he may lay his bedding, and it. provides 
him with the u-:e of a kitchen and a well 
That is all in theory. 
The traveler must 


bring, and ofte--i does bring, his own food 
and forage. 
He ought to draw his own 


water and himself boil it. But in prac- 
tice, and under pressure of traffic the inns 
have fallen into the way of keeping for 
sale a quantity of forago and of food, such 
as mutton, fowls and eggs, and the care- 
takers or servants of the inn supply water 
drawn from the well and boiled over the 
common fire. 


At every Chinese inn wo stopped at boil- 


ing water was brought as soon as we 
alighted, in order that we might refresh 
ourselves with tea, which we were sup- 
posed to have with us, and if we hadn't 
tea, as by outrunning our baggage, the 
tea was promptly supplied iind afterward 
paid for by our servant when he settled 
the bill. For that purpose the payments 
wore ail in copper cash, each being of the 
value of a halfpenny. 


All the inns at which we stopped be- 


tween Peking and Kalgin were built of 
beaten mud. The stables and the man- 
gers were of the same material. \Vood, 
which is dear, was only in use for door- 
ways and window panes. The latter wero 
latticed, and the lattices were in part 
blank and in part papered over. As the 
weather got colder more and more of the 
lattices would bo papered up, until in 
winter fresh air would be practically ex- 
cluded. 
My custom was to examine the 


window frames, and if I thought there 
was not enough air space I made as much 
more as I thought fit by poking holes in 
the paper with, my walking stick. No 
objection was made, for paper is cheap.— 
Arnst Reid in Chicago Record.

••Now, this is quite simple. The watt 


is the unit of electric power. It means 
tho power developed when 
-J4.1?.") foot 


pounds of work are done per minute, or 
.73?,") foot pounds per second. A fool pound 
is tho amount of work required n> raise 
ono pound vertically through a distance of 
one foot. When this is figured down so as 
to be defined in horsepower, which is un- 
derstood by every one, it can offer no dilli- 
oulty, and if any ono to whom the word 
watt is puzzling will remember that a 
watt is the one-seven-hundred-and forty- 
sixth of a horsepower he will have, no more 
uncertainty about it. 
Having get so far, 


it is an easy gradation to the 'watt hour,' 
which is the term employed to indicate 
the expenditure of an electrical power of 
one watt for an hour. In other words, tho 
energy represented by a watt hoxir is equal 
to that expended in raising a pound to a 
height of 2,fi5-t feet. An even easier way 
of fixing it is to remember that two watt 
hours correspond almost exactly to raising 
a pound to a height of one mile. 


"The 
understanding of such terms 


opens out some very curious facts to tho 
uninitiated. For instance, a certain dry 
battery, weighing 6.38 pounds, was known 
to yield 130 wart hours. If this force wero 
applied to raising the battery itself, ir. 
would lift it to a height of over ten miles 


| 
"Again, in one hour the energy translat- 


ed in nn ordinary 16 candle power lamp 
weighing about an ounce would raise, that 
lamp to a height of 400 miles at a velocity

''For over 30 years I have sold tobacco 


to ono of the IUOST, confirmed and enthu- 
siastic periquo smokers in Xew Orleans. 
He was past middle ago when he flrst 
name to my shop and is still hale and vig- 
orous, his eyes as bright as u bird's and 
his hand as steady as a rock. He liuy.s 
his tobacco in bulk, afterward curbing it. 
to suit him>elf, and, like a number of 
other old time smokers, be can detect ex 
quisitely slight differences in flavor among 
a lot, of rolls or carrots. It is very interest- 
ing to seo him pick out a supply for pri- 
vate ripening, something lie attends to at 
intervals, just as ono might keep tip a 
vrine cellar.

Chat tbo leaf is at its best between 1U and 
15 years after having been put avray and 
has each roll carefully dated, so as tn en- 
able him to consume periquo of approxi- 
mately that, date from season to season 
As it ages the tobacco assumes a beautiful 
deep black brown and doesn't resemble 
ordinary tobacco at, all. Tins particular 
old gentleman I have, in mind has shown 
mo pieces that looked like ebony. He 
moistens them with a dash of sherry and 
water, whittles off what he wants with a 
penknife, rolls it up with a quick turn of 
the wrist nnd walks away puffing a cloud 
of smoke that would lift the average 
young clubman clear off hm fe.et.

One of the long and heavy sticks of 


timber intended for use at the navy 
y»rd and being transported" there on 
two sets of wheels, was piled onto the 
railroad track in front of Franklin 
block at about 1.30 this afternoon and 
blocked travel on the electric road uutil 
it was removed, an hour later. 


As the turn was made from »Yaughan 


street into Congress street, the off hind 
•wheel struck one of the rails of the 
track and the momentum ".of the heavy 
stick •was so great that it broke the axle 
off instantly, the break occurring in the 
hub. 


The driver, who was seated on the 


forward part of the stick, was thrown 
head first into the street, but fortunate- 
escaped injury. The cars transferred 
their passengers at this point until after 
the stick had been removed and the 
track cleared. Had the forward wheels 
given way when the big stick jumped 
as the one end fell or had the forward 
axl« snapped, the driver would un- 
doubtedly bean crushed under the tim- 
ber.
